Schwartz 


has been in the employ oC the road for many 
yeai-H, and was regarded us a faithful, honest 
and industrious employe. 
Ilin duties wero 


sncli that ho was compelled at stated times to 
confer whh the officers of tho road in regard 
to the method oE conducting hia department. 
Schwartz was lit tiio building early in tho 
morning attending to his 
duties. 
Noth- 


ing unusual, was noted in his behavior, 
lie gave Ids orders freely to the men of 
whom ho had charge, and was soon to go up 
the stairs leading to tho president's ofliecs.

navigable.-itream, or one that can ever be 
made navigable ta advantage; with

uver preclude; canalization; with a popu- 
lation of ten millions, or only about ono 
and seventy onc-hundredths per square 
niile less than the population of the 
United States pur square mile; with 
twelve cities ranging from

Up to the present time no people- 


that is, no people that deserves to be re- 
garded as an active force—has ever flour- 
ished in so high an atmosphere as the 
Mexican plateau, or in so high an aver- 
age temperature as her sea-board plains. 
People born under better conditions have 
frequently invaded and occupied Mexico, 
but all have failed to maintain them- 
selves there—in part, perhaps, from the 
difficulty of doing so; in part, also, per- 
haps, because the possession was not worth 
the cost. It is true that Mexico is tho 
only country in which Providence has 
made such an experiment, but it is none 
the less true that thus far thu experiment 
has not proved that she can ever become 
the scat of a ruling race.

We are of the opinion now, as we have 


been for several years past, that the moat 
economical way to apply Paris-green is 
to mix it with plaster rathor than with 
water. 
In the latter the. poisun cannot 


be equally distributed, atir the water as 
wo may. 
The upper portion of tlie wa- 


ter will will always hold less than tho 
lower portions 
where 
the 
insoluble 


heavy powder collects in larger quanti- 
ty in spite of constant stirring. 
The 


leaves of the potato plant are harmed by 
this. Not so with the flour or plaster. 
While wo must use a tablespoonful of 
tlie Green to a pailful of water to render 
itcftcctive, the same quantity tliorouiilJy 
mixed with two pailfuls of plaster wilt 
prove just as edeelual. 


Again much of the water applied falls 


to tlie ground. 
A part only is retained 


mi the leaves, while nearly all of the 
poisoned plaster, if skillfully applied, 
falls upon and is retained by the leavea 
until die next rain. Tho poisoned water 
does not settle or dry upon the edges of 
the loaves but collects near the center or 
midvuins so that the booties cat up the 
host part of the leaf ere they encounter 
the puison and the leaves are for the most 
part destroyed. The poisoned plaster set- 
tles upon the edges as upon other por- 
tions of the leaves and the beetles are 
killed with comparatively Jittle injury 
to the leaves. 
1'arisTgrcen is a perfect 


beetle insecticide aud frorn careful use 
and experiment since Its introduction we 
are of the opinion that.ii will be hard to 
improve upon -it.'.'; When, .properly ap- 
plied it need not. injury" the I'gavos to the 
smallest extent. Pitrehaso pure Paris- 
i-'reen, then mix it o'u -an unused floor 
with an iron-tooth rake,, using only 
rnuugh green to impart'the first visible 
tint of jrrceu, and sift it upon tho vines. 
The plaster can do no harm—it may do 
(food—the Paris-green can do no harm 
and the potato booties or grubs will sure- 
ly be killed. As several times stated be- 
fore, we have this one objection to the 
use of London purple, viz: that it will 
not bear anything like so much extension 
as Paris-green and still be effective— 
while it' used too strong, the vines aro 
scorched at onco.—Itural New Yorkcf.
